Election Machinery to Be Used

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The first of- 
ficial information concerning the Goy- 
ernment’s plans for conducting the 
military draft, showing chat the War 
Department counts on registering 7,- 
000,000 men within 20 days after the issue 
of the call, was revealed by Brigadier- 
General Enoch H. Crowder, Judge Ad- 
vocate-General of the Army, in a short 
talk yesterday before the Governors 
and state representatives assembled 
here for a national defense conference. 

Gen..Crowder has been selected for 
appointment as Provost Marshal-Gen- 
eral in charge of the entire registration 
system. He will have the rank of Ma, 
jor-General. 

Precise plans for putting the draft 
machinery in motion have been prepared 
by Gen. Crowder, but Secretary Baker 
is unwilling to. publish them. until] the 
conscription bill shall have been dcted 
on finally by’ Congress and signed by 
the President. But Gen. Crowder’s talk 
disclosed some of the —, features 
of the plans. 

Seme of Winipebbe Steps. 

These are some of the steps to be 
adopted, according to Gen. Crowder: 

Fifteen days after the issue of the 
call for registration, the registration will 
open and will be completed five days 
later. In 30 days the rolls will be in the 
possession of the War Department. 

It is estimated that 7,000,000 men will 
be enrolled, or 7 per cent of the total 
population of the cofintry. After those 
entitled to exemption are eliminated,

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Although it 
is understood he has not committed 
himself to any definite decision, Presi- 
dent Wilson assured former Premier Vi4 


viai and Marshal Joffre, whom he 
saw separately at the White House 
yesterday, of his readiness to consider 
favorably the French mission's proposal 
for ,the speedy dispatch of American 
troops to France. 

It is understood that the President in- 
tends to confer with Secretary Baker 
and the heade of the General Staff 
within the next few days in order to 
arrive at a thorough understanding of 
the technical problems involved in Mar- 
shal Joffre’s ideas. The Genera! Staff 
will be given full opportunity to formu- 
late any objections it may have to 
transporting an American division across 
the Atlantic within three months that 
its fighting education may be speeded 
up at the hands of experts in the pres- 
ent kind of warfare in Europe. 

Both M. Viviani and Marshal Joffre 
are wholly content, I understand, with 
the sympathetic reception accorded 
their suggestions by Mr. Wilson. That 
France. will not have to wait until a 
great army hag been raised and trained 
in this country may be regarded, from 
the information I have received, as 
practically assured. 

Points to Be Disposed ‘of. 

The principal points remaining to be 
disposed of by the administration are 
the kind of troops to be gent and the 
date of the gafling of the first contin- 
gent. . While the French military folk } 
would, of. course, prefer to see Ameri- 
can regulars arrive first, no objection 
would be raised, I feel sure, to a mixed 
division of regulars and militiamen. 

In fact, it is safe to say France would 


‘rather have a force composed only of 


national guard regiments than no other 
American soldiers at all, Furthermore, 
she would rather welcome a militia 
division in a few weeks than a division 
of regulars six months later. 

“We were able to train Russian peas- 
ants for the firing line in four months, 
although a good many of them didn’t 
even know the drill,’’ one French of- 
ficer told me. ‘“‘Why shouldn't we do 
the same with your quick-witted Amer- 
icans in half the time?’ 

Admiral Chocheprat and his staff of- 
ficers, Commander -George Simon and 
Lieut. Alfred Lindebom, went to Ar:- 
napolis for luncheon yestérday, where 
the Admiral reviewed the naval cadets 
and delivered a brief address to them. 

"Te naval academy is a model for 
all the sea-faring world,’’ he said on 
his return to this city. 


Controversy Over Joffre. 

Although the French mission has ac- 
cepted full responsibility for censoring 
Marshal Joffre’s remarks on the imme- 
diate need of sending American troops 
to France, controversy continues as to 
whether the expurgation might not have 
been made as a result of the opposition 
of the army General Staff to sending 
American troops out of the country ata 
time when they are wanted for training 
the new army. 

The State Department has officially 
disclaimed any part whatever in the ex-

American citizens landcd during the 
last few days from vessels sunk by Ger- 
man submarines tellSremarkable tales 
of the strenuous exploits of the U- 
boats. In one case three undersea ooats 
appeared simultaneously alongside the 


ship, one being a submarine cruiser 300 
feet lene and the others old-fashioned 
submarines with a length of about 120 
feet. 

In another case a German submarine 
wore an elaborate disguise of a fishing 
boat. In at least two cases the crews 
of vessels’ sunk by submarines were 
rescued from open boats by a passing 
ship only to suffer a repetition of the 
disaster when the ship on which they 
had taken refuge fell prey to an under- 
water boat. 

Tells of Attack. 

A seaman from Pensacola, who ws 
a member of the'crew of a Swedish sail- 
ing vessel, said: 

‘We were almost within sight of land 
late in tl:e afternoon when we observed 
a Norwegian sailing vesvel in an en- 
counter with a submarine eight miles 
uway. <Apprehending that our turn 
would come next, we prepared a life- 
boat. A 30-foot submayine came up t% 
us and fired three wartinz. shots. ; 

‘We pulled our boat pver to the life- 
boat from the Norwegtar ship previous- 
ly sunk, and a dozen hours later were 
picked up by a British steamer. We had 
only a brief stay on the British boat, as 
she was torpedoed the same morning. 
After a few hours in the boats we were 
found¢by a British patrol and landed.”’ 

A Baltimore seaman from a Danish 
sailing vessel said: 

‘“‘We abandoned ship in response to 
three shots from a submarine. There- 
upon the submarine fired 22 shots into 
the hull of the ship, sinking her. We 
tried to speak with the submarine com- 
mander, but he told us he was in wu 
hurry, as he had to attend to a Nor- 
wegian bark which was waiting a short 
distance Off. 

‘‘We pulled for the nearest land and 
all our 2 men got ashore safely.’’ 

Disguised as Fishing Vessel, 

A Philadelphian said: “‘We were at- 
tacked by a submarine disguised as a 
fishing vessel. She opened fire on us at 
five miles, sending 15 shots at us and 
smashing our wireless. She pursued us 
for an hour. We did not use our gun. 
Finally a British patrol boat appeared. 
The submarine submerged, disguise and 
and all, presenting a ludicrous sight as 
the carefully prepared: equipment simu- 
lating a fish schooner disappeared be- 
neath the waves. 

The captain on an American sailing 
ship which was sunk 10 days ago said: 

“Submarines are lying aiong the sea 
lanes in regular nests. They keep well 
under the water most of the time. By 
thus conserving fuel the submarines are 
able to remain away from their base a 
long time and also they find means of 
renewing their stores from ships which 
they sink. 

“The U-boat which sank us had been 
out for six weeks. She had one British 
Captain on board. She renewed all her 
supplies from our boat and took all the 
nautical instruments. The submarine 
gave us sharp signa! to halt, with a 
It 
was good marksmanship. The shot hit 
the ship squarely, but caused no casual- 
ties. We stopyed and took to the boats. 
The submarine came up in leisurely 
fashion, sank the ship with bombs and 
passed the time of day with our boats. 
She had a crew of 37 and was 250 feet 
long. 

“We were picked up by a Norwegian 
Sailing vessel, on which we spent six 
days. She was then attacked by a 120- 
foot submarine. We all took to fhe Nor- 
wegian’s boats. The submarine com- 
mander declined to look at the Norwe- 
fian captain’s papers. We had another 
24 hours in open boats and then were 
picked up by a British patrol and land- 
ed.’’

She was 500 feet long 
and was built at Barrow in 1899. She 
was withdrawn from the passenger serv- 
ice early in the war and taken over by 
the British Admiralty. 


NEVADA, MO,, I$ CHOSEN 
FOR ARMY TRAINING CAMP 


Missouri Quota of New Army Will Be 
Drilled Within the 
State. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

NEVADA, Mo., May 3.—The promise 
of citizens here to build a permanent 
hard-surfaced road between this city 
and the military reservation three miles 
east of here has resulted in the choice 
of this reservation as the training camp 
for that part of the new army which 
will be raised in Missouri. Negotiations 
were completed today between a com- 
mittee of citizens and an inepector rep- 
resenting the Central Department of the 
army. 

The Nevada camp ° was used last sum- 
mer for the training of Missouri militia- 
men sent to service on the border. The 
camp can accommodate 10,000 men at 
once, and it is expected that relays of 
that number will be trained here during 
the period of the war. 

The inspector had visited many other 
localities desiring the camp, but chose 
Nevada after the agreement to build a 
road and maintain it during the war. 

New barracks buildings are to be erect- 
ed. In addition to the 420 acres already 
occupied by the reservation, 3000 acres 
adjoining have been leased by the Gov- 
ernment at the option of the War De- 
partment.

LONDON, May 3.—The British be- 
gan another attack this morning. The 
War Office announces that progress is 
being made. A number of strong pos 
sitions already have been captured. 
The angpuncement follows: 

‘*Heavy fighting is taking place all 
along the front from the Hindenburg 
line south of the Sensee River to the 
Acheville-Vimy road. Our troops are 
making progress and have already ‘ 
captured ‘a number of strong hostile 
positions, 

The new British attack takes in -vir- 
tually the entire front on which “the 
battle of Arras was begun on Easter 
Monday and evidently is a major opers. 
tion! It is the fourth great attack which 
the British have made along this line. 
The attacking front is about 12 miies 
long. 

In their attack the British made, prog- 
ress in the direction of Fresnoy and 
Cherisy, and also towards Builecourt, 
‘Reuters carrespondent at the British. 
headquarters reports. 

Attack Made in Dark. 

The British attacked in the darkest 
hour preceding dawn this morning, 
striking at the German positions east of 
Arras. The infantry assault was de- 
layed until half an hour after the haif 
moon had gone down. The night was 
clear and star-lit and the almost cease- 
less flashing of guns gave definite shape 
to the shadowy outlines of the salient 
points. 

The correspondent says the attack was 
directed to the taking of certain points 
of considerable importance and to im-. 
proving the British line. , The British de- 
sire to gain complete mastery of domi- 
nating positions whence their artillery 
would be able more effectively to devas- 
tate the fresh troops which the Ger- 
mans continue to throw in. 

There was the usual preliminary tor- 
nado of fire from weapons of all calibers 
and then the equally familiar creeping 
barrage, working with absolute punctu- 
ality as the order to the men to go for- 
ward was snapped forth simultaneous- 
ly down miles of trenches. Thousands 
of crouching figures formed into regular 
waves for the advance. 

Then came the inevitable deadly 
tle of machine gun and rifle fire 
the crashing of bursting bombs as 
infantry reached the parapet of the fi 
enemy trench. 

As to the results obtained, the corres 
spondent adda, reports thus far are 
vague, but the British made progress in 
peveral directions toward Fresnoy asd 
Cherisy and aiso toward Bullecourl, 
which is a point on the Hindenburg line," 
The Germans counter attacked heavily 
near Gavrelle and Loos. These on- 
slaughts were dealt with satisfactorily 
by the British gunners. 

The official announcement of last night 
said: 

“Many air fights occurred poner yes- 
terday. Ten German airplanes were 
brought down, one of which fell tn our 
lines. Six other hostile machines were 
driven down out of control by our air- 
planes. A seventh was shot down in our 
lines by gun fire. Four of our ma-

We todk the enemy by surprise. His 
first two lines, including a fortified vil- 
large, were rapidly stormed by our 
troops, who advanced with great dash 
and swept through the position in ir- 
resistible style. Strong Turkish counter 
attacks lost us the village, but it was! 
speedily regained and the enemy began 
a geceral retreat about midday. covered ' 
by strong rear guards. 

“The Turks continued their retreat 
during Monday night and Tuesday 
were driven back into the Jebel tfam- 
rin hills by our cavalry, which had 
taken up the pursuit. 

“Our total captures on Monday 
amounted to 359 prisoners, of whom a 
large proportion, including 21 officers, 
among them one regimental and two 
battalion commanders, were unwouni- 
ed.

In referring to the expurgation of the 
Statement, Hovelacque said: ‘‘We dis- 
covered that: it might be unpleasant to 
the War Department; that it might re- 
act on public opinion. We expurgated 
the formal] statement. M. Viviani did 
not see it before it,was read to the 
newspapermen. Colf Cosby translated 
it. We saw that Marshal Joffre had 
spoken in too definite terms, so a para- 
graph was struck out.” 

Col. Cosby, former military ‘attache 
at the embassy in Paris, has been 
attached to the mission since its arrival 
and, of course, is familiar with the views 
of the general staff. The French mis- 
sion, however, accepts full responsibil- 
ity for the expurgation, and there is 
not even an intimation that Col. Cosby 
suggested it. Marshal Joffre’s declara- 
tion for the sending of American sol- 
Giers immediately, coming at a time 
when Congress and Government officials 
are confronted with the problem of 
dealing with Col. Roosevelt's offer to 
lead a division to France if the Govern- 
rent will authorize it, has furnished 
the material for a lively controversy 
over what the Marshal actually said and 
who was responsible for expurgating it 
when his statement went to the psblic.

Ship Control Program. 

The Administration's ship control pro- 
gram will go to Congress this week in 
bills giving the President direct power, 
if needed, to take over the country’s 
shios and shipyards. The measures also 
will put into the President's hands the 
power to ¢ontrol facilities that compete 
with shipbuilding. Their purpose is to 
give the Executive authority to insure 
an abundance of materials for shin- 
ouilding. Big building construction 
could be suspended under the bills, if 
necessary, to insure supplies of steel 
to keep shipyards going. 

The bills give power which the Aa- 
ministration believes would not have to 
be exercised, officials holding that the 
mere existence of the power would be 
sufficient. The shipping board hopes to 
Speed up the construction of steel cargo 
ships in addition to its campaign for a 
vast fleet of wooden ships. 

“Present shipyard contracts,’’ said 
Mr. Denman, ‘‘are for slow-time con- 
struction and many of the ships are 
for foreign accounts. This is strang- 
ling the productivity of the nation’s 
shipbuilding capacity. It has astounded 
the Shipping Board that these contracts 
have been placed, many of them with- 
in the last six weeks, after the Ship- 
ping Board made clear its program of 
rapid construction. 

Realized Danger Early. 

“As early as the third week in Feb- 
ruary the board realized the danger ts 
which the German submarine campaign 
exposed the country.

‘RUBBING A PROFESSOR wim 
SAND’ LEADS TO SCHOOL STRIKE 


Several Mining Students at Golden 
(Colo.) Suspended, and All but 
Thirty Seniors Leave Institution. 


GOLDEN, Colo., May 3.—All students 
except 30 seniors have ‘‘struck’’ at the 
Colorado School of Mines here and most 
of the approximately 140 ‘‘strikers’’ have 
left the institution, ‘as a result of the 
faculty’s refusal to reconsider suspen- 
sion of several students for “rubbing a 
professor with sand."’

DR, LAURO MULLER RESIGNS AS: 
FOREIGN MINISTER OF BRAZIL 


Noted Statesman Has Been Bitterly 
Criticized on Ground of Being 
Pro-German in Sympathies. 

RIO JANEIRO, May 3—Dr. Lauro 
Muller has tendered President Braz his 
resignation as Minister of Foreign Af- 
fairs. The Government has received in- 
formation that the Brazilian Minister 
to Germany has been ordered detaine1 
in Berlin, and has ordered the detention 
of Adolf Pauli, German Minister to Bra- 

zil, who is on his way to Uruguay. 


Dr. Lauro Muller as been bitterly 
criticised in Brazil gince the relations 
between the republic and Germany first 
became acute, on the ground that he 
was pro-German in his sympathies, His 
opponents accused him of using his ir- 
fluence to prevent a breach of relations 
between Brazil and Germany and de- 
manded his resignation. Dr. Muller was 
first appointed Foreign Minister in Feb- 
ruary, 1912, and even at that time was 
attacked as being too friendly to Ger- 
many, an accusation apparently based, 
in part at least; on his German descent. 
He is one of the best known statesmen 
in South America and has madé several 
visits to the United States.

“|ULS, TROOPS ABROAD 


TO USE ALLIES’ GUNS 


Rifles Now Being Produced at 
Rate of 17,000 a Day, 
Howard Coffin Says. 


WASHINGTON, May § 3.—American 
troops that go to France will have to 
use allied guns and munitions if they 
are to be of use in fighting against 
the Germans, Howard Coffin of the 
advisery commission of the Council of 
National Defense today told state Gov-! 
ernors here for a defense conference. 
The allies, he said are manufacturing 
more munitions than they can use and 
can help supply the American soldiers. 

“If our army is to be of service 
there,’’ said Coffin, “it must,.use Euro- 
pean standards. To carry our standards 
abroad would create endless confusion. 
We would have to establish factories 
abroad. Allied ‘contracts are lapsing 
here now and we can use the output 
of our own factories equipped to manu- 
facturing according to European speci- 
fications. > 

“We face entry into the: war with the 
great advantage of having numerous 
factories working on war contracts and 
with thousands of skilled men available. 
This is a tremendous asset. Had we 
entered the war two years ago we 
would have had to do what England 
has done—take over our factories. 

“The Government will be. able to pro- 
duce its supplis with as little diversion 
of other factories to’ munitions manu- 
facture as possible. Even those to be 
changed over will not lose their normal 
percentage, as we hope to change them 
by percentage and let them continue to 
carry on their usual business as well as 
their war business. Otherwise we would 
cripple industry. Factories can supply 
the Government with 2% to 50 per cent 
of their output and continue their or- 
ganizations.”’ 

The country will need more airplanes 
than it can possibly produce, said Cof- 
fin. The British, he said, some time had 
as many as 1000 machines in the air ona 
single front, and kept behind the lines 


from 15,000 to 20,000 more machines than‘ 


the Germans possess. 

More automobiles are manufactured in 
the United States than the country can 
use, Coffin said, and he believed it never 
would become necessary to commandeer 
private Cars. 

Rifles are produced now at the rate 
of 17,000 to 20,000 a day, Coffin said, and 
more ammunition is being manufactured 
than the whole worid can uses. Machine 
gnus, he said, could be supplied as fast 
as needed. Most of the big bguns tho 
country makes and will continue to go 
to the allies, he said, although the 
American military forces are in need of 
them. It will become necessary, he said, 
to increase big gun manufacturing fa- 
cilities,

STILL ACCEPTED 


Maj. Goode Says Chances for 
Being Summoned Are Still 
Good. 


265 HAVE BEEN EXAMINED 


Sixty-Two Were Accepted at 
Old Custom House Station 
Yesterday. 


The seventhsday of examinations of 
candidates for the officers’ training 
camp at Fort Riley began this morning 
at the old Custom House, Third and 
Olive streets, and the First Regiment 
Armory. At the former station Maj. 
Goode yesterday examined 62 applicants, 
bringing the total in this city and vicin- 
ity to 265.

WASHINGTON, May 3.—Brigadier- 
General Henry P. McCain, Adjutant- 
General of the army, is authority for 
the statement that the Government will 
this summer train between 30,000 and 
40,000 men in the various officers’ train- 
ing camps, and select from them 25,000 
officers for the first increment of the 
army to be raised by the draft.

COUSIN OF KING HEAD 
OF ITALIAN MISSION 


Two Cabinet Members, 
Other Noted Statesmen-and 
Marconi in Party. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—Representa- 
tive of every element in the political, 
scientific, business and social life of 
Italy is the commission of distinguished 
Italians soon to jJand in America. As 
officially announced by the Italian em- 
bassy, the principal purpose of the 
Italian Government in sending the com- 
mission is to convey to the American 
Government and people some sense of 
the Italian people’s deep gratitude to 
the Americans, not only for joining with 
the entente allies in the war, but for 
the many acts of charity and benevo- 
lence extended to Italian soldiers since 
the beginning of hostilities, 


The mission includes a Prince of the 
Italian reigning house, Ferdinando di 
Savoia; Guglielmo Marconi, 
of wireless telegraphy: two members of 
the Cabinet, Enrico Arlotta and Marquis 
Borsarelli, and two Italian statesmen 
and publicists, M. Nitti and M. Ciuf- 
felll. 

The head of the mission is the Prince 
of Udine, eldest son of the Duke of 
Genoa and first cousin to King Victor 
Emmanuel. The Prince is a Captain in 
the royal navy, has taken an active 
part in the war and has been awarded 
a medal of honor for 4d f personal 
daring and brave y. He is 33 years old. 

Marconi ts a Senator and also holds 
a commission in the engineer corps. Ho 
was born in Bologna, Italy, April 3, 
1874, of an 
mother, and educated in Italy, Scotland 
and England. He has been a frequent 
visitor to America and has developed 
many of his inventions in this country. 


Enrico Arlotta is a well-known 
Italian financier and a member of 
the Cabinet, holding the portfolio of 
Minister of Transportations. He has 
rc presented thegcity of Naples, con- 
tinuously in the House of Represen- 
tetives since 4890. Arlotta was Min- 
ister of Finance in 1909 and is what 
wbuld be regarded in America as a 
progressive. 

Marquis Luigi Borsarelli di Rifred- 
do is Under Secretary of Foreign Af- 
fairs and has been a member of the 
House of Representatives since 1890. 
He is a man of wealth and member 
of an ancient Piedmontese family. 

Francesco Saveric Nitti is known 
all over the world to students of 
eccnomics. “ He has published many 
important works on political science 
and finance and ranks high among 
Italian statesmen. He has been a 
rember of the House of Kepresenta- 
tives since 1909 and in 1911 was Min- 
ister for Industry avid Commerce. 

Augusto Ciuffelli also is a Repre- 
sentative of the legislative branch of 
the Italian Government at present, 
having been a member of the House 
of Representatives since 1909. and 
scveral times has been a member of 
the Cabinet. He isa man of scientific 
attainments and is at present a mem- 
ber of the Consiglio di Stato of the 
Italian Kingdom, a high administra- 
tive and judicial body.

Labor Leader, in So Testifying, 
Says He Warned Congress- 
man to Be Careful. 


{RIAL OF VON RINTELEN 


‘Publicity Agent Says German 
Said He Would Try to Cause 
Trouble With Mexico. 


NEW YORK, “May 3?.—Samuel Gom- 


pers, president of the American }edera- 
tion of Laboy,:-testifying today in the 
trial of Capt. Franz Rintelen of the Ger- 
man navy and seven other men, charged 
with conspiring to foment strikes to de- 
stroy the entente allies’ munition trade 
in this country, declared tnat Herman 
Schulteis and Henry B. Martin, two of 
the defendants, were known at Wash- 
ington as “political strikers.” 

These two men were active with for- 
mer Representative Frank Buchanan, 
another defendant, first president of La- 
bor’s National Peace Council, in the 
work of the council, which it is alleged 
was organized to carry out Rintelen’s 
schemes with money supplied by him. 
Gompers said he warned Buchanan 
against association with these’ two men 
as he deemed them enemies of labor. 
When Buchanan discussed the peace 
council with him, Gompers said he first 
believed that Buchanan, whom he had 
always considered ‘‘a good, big man,”’ 
had been imposed on, but that he ‘‘began 
to doubt his sincerity.” 

Gompers Cros¢-Examined, 

Under cross-examination by copnsel 
for Schulteis and Martin, Gompers con- 
ceded that general peace proposals were 
indorsed by labor. j 

Gompers described as “‘absurd’’ a 
question by counsel whether his testi- 
mony was colored by the fear that 
JSuchanan wanted to succeed him as 
president of the American® Federation 
of Labon 

Another question that aroused Gom- 
pers’ anger was whether he had ever 
heard the charge that ‘‘Gompers for 
years had tried to deliver labor to the 
trusts,’ Violently hammering the arm 
' Of’ his chair, Gompers said he would 
“not submit to being insulted.’’ No 
auch charge had ever been made against 
_Aim, he declared. 

Yesterday Gompers testified that 
Buchanan sought to induce him to join 
in the movement to stop the manufac- 
ture of munitions and their shipnijent to 
the entente allies; The witness said 
that he’ told Buchanan that sich a 
course would be against the interest of 
the United States and that he warned 
Buchanan to be on his guard against 
any policy put forward in the name of 
labor that was not sanctioned by ‘the 
American Federation of Labor in open 
convention. 

Publicity Agent’s Testimony. 

The most startling evidence since 
the trial began was that of John C. 
- Hammond, a publicity agent, who yes- 
terday testified that Rintelen told him 
that “he would go to any extreme to 
prevent shipment of munitions and 
that strikes must be brought about 
in the ammunition factories.” 

On cross examination, Hammond 
said that Von Rintelen came ‘to him 
with a plan for a campaign of pub- 
licity in the interests of friendly re- 
lations between this country and Ger- 
many. He testified that he notified 
Secretary Tumulty and the Depart- 
ment of Justice, “saying that Rintelen 
had stated to me that he was doing 
all in his power to embroil this coun- 
try with Mexico because if this coun-

Two Months Ago Government 
Established Metallic Basis 
—Small Bonds Used. 


PAPER 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—The. United 
States Government has granted the re- 
quest of the de facto Government of 
Mexico for the coinage in the Philadel- 
phia mint of $20,000,000 in gold pieces, the 
bullion being furnished by Mexico. 

This step is significant of a decided 
change for the better in the economic 
situation in Mexico. The United States 
has often minted money before tor for- 
eign countries. Mexico has a factory 
that can turn out silver money, but none 
that can coin gold pieces, and wnen the 
gold standard was established, severa! 
years ago, the Diaz Government co‘ned 
$15,000,000 in gold pieces, using the mints 
of the United States for that purpose. 
The work is done at cost, as a courtesy 
to the Mexican Govérnment.

Work on Dies Ordered. 
The Treasury Department of the Unit- 


ed States, on request of Secretary Tan- 
sing, tho negotiated with Ramon de Ne- 
gri, Charge d’Affaires of the Mexican 
embassy here, has ordered the Phila- 
delphia mint to begin work on dies. 
samples of which are furnished by Mex- 
ico. 

Mexico possesses both in and out of 
circulation a total of abgut $15,900,000 in 
gold coin and $50,000,000 pee moiiey. 
The former amount is confined to what 
is known as the “half hidalgo’”’ and “hi- 
dalgos.’”” The hidalgo resembles the 
United States $5 gold piece and is worth 
that amount in American mone;, while 
the half-hidalgo is the equivalent of $2.50 
in American monéy. Much of the $50,- 
000,000 in silver coin has been hoarded. 
some of it has found its way to Cnina, 
where Mexican silver ts"msed as a basis 
of exchange. Much of this is coming 


, back, as the Mexican silver peso is ap- 


preciating in value and mining compa- 
nies, which need the metallic currency 
for their payrolls, are getting back large 
quantities from the Far East. 

Mexican Currency Totals 8115,000,000. 

With the coinage of $15,000,000 in new 
gold coin and $30,000,000 in new silver 
money, the total amount of metallic 
currency in Mexico will be approximate- 
ly $115,000,000. The plethora of new coin 
will have a tendency to bring out into 
circulation much of the hoarded money, 
and the consequent effect on business 
transactions and the volume of ex- 
change can readily be imagined. 

There is no paper money in circula- 
tion in Mexico, which accounts inci- 
dentally for the splendid success that 
has attended the decision of the Gov- 
ernment to establish the finances of the 
country again on a metallic basis. Since 
the paper money became extinct, two 
months ago, largely because it was 
worthless, the Government of Mexico 
has been paying its troops and em- 
ployes partly in gold and silver coin, 
and American money has been accepted, 
too. , 

‘The Government paid the other part of 
its obligations to employes in interest- 
bearing Government bonds. These bonds 
were at first not regarded as of much 
value, but with the return of public 
confidence in the Government, the coin- 
age of more gold and silver coin, they 
are now frequently used as a borrowing 
asset by individuals. 

To Pay Off Debt by Bonds. 

Mexico intends to pay off its internal 
debt partly by these bonds, reserving 
as much coin as possible for gradual 
payments of external obligations and 
accumulated interest. The bonds are, 
however, not being used as a circulat- 
ing medium. 

Gold and silver pieces very much like 
those of the United States, but of dif- 
ferent values, are now in circulation 
throughout Mexico. The use of a stand- 
ard money, really the kind Mexico has 
always had in times of peace, has done 
a great deal to tranquillize Mexico and 
to reopen the channels of intrnal trade 
and external commerce. 

Reports from American Consuls 
throughout Mexico tell of the general 
resumption of mining and other busi- 
ness operations. And altogether the 
Mexican situation has revealed to offi- 
cials of the Washington Government a 
gratifying improvement, justifying, in- 
deed, the policy of patience and friend- 
ship pursued by the United States Gov- 
ernment toward-its neighbor across the 


Rio Grande.

RUSSIAN REVOLUTION GALA 
EVENT IN INTERIOR CITIES 


In Moscow the People Moved in Mass to Municipal 
Duma and Troops Soon Joined—No Trouble 
in Other Large Cities, 


NEW YORK, May 3.—Some detatis | 
of the Russian revolution in Moscow, 
Kiev, Tiflis and elsewhere, which have 


not hitherto appeared in the American 
press, are contained in copies of the 
Petrograd newspapers published imme- 
diately after the consummation of the 
overthrow of the Government of Czar 
Nicholas. They were made public by A. 
J. Sack, correspondent in New York for 
the Russian Ministry of Finance and 
for the Petrograd Telegraph Agency, 
the Retch. of Petrograd, the Moscow 
Russkiya Viedomosti, the Birjenviya 
Viedomosti of Petrograd and other pa- 


pers. ,

well acquainted with the situation, and 
who expected the revolution to'come at 
any moment, but who never expected 
that the revolution would come in such 
an ofganized way,’’ said Sack. ‘In Mos- 
cow, it appears, the revolution began 
on March 13, when enormous crowds, 
moved by the events of the revolution 
in Petrograd, appeared .on the streets 
with red flags and revolutionary signs. 
Hundreds of thousands of 
moved steadily through all the streets 
toward the building of the municipa} 
Duma, where steps were taken imme- 
diately to organize a committee of 150 
to lead the revolution in Moscow. 
Deubtiul About Treops. 

“The movement wag so sudden and 
became instantly so powerful that tho 
entire police force disappeared. It Its 
clear that whiie the whole population 
of Moscow participated in this first 
day’s movement, nobody wag sure what 
position would be taken by the troops 
of the Moscow garrison. But early in 
the course of the day groups of soldiers 
and officers began to come to the Duma 
Building, pledging their support to the 
revolution. Shortly before dark the un- 
certainty was clinched by the arrival of 
several companies of soldiers, marching 
with full equipment and shouldered 
arms, who declared that they had come 
to safeguard the Duma. This ended the 
first day. . 

“On the next day, March 14, a regular 
movement of troops throughout all Mos- 
cow began, carrying red flags and signs 
gimilar to those at by the civilian 
crowds the day fore. The infantry, 
artifiery and cavalry all massed about 
the Duma Building, and stood there in 
ranks, cheered by the crowds. They 
were joined by tens of thousands of 
workers, led by the representatives they 
had just elected. All that day in. the 
Duma was devoted to conferences of so- 
cial committees and of the Council of 
Workingmen and Soldiers. The streets 
were full of enthusiastic people, and in 
the middle of the day a military aero- 
plane flew overhead flying a red flag. 
This was taken as conclusive proof that 
the Military Aeronautical Corps was in 
favor of, the revolution and aroused 
fresh cheering. 


. Change of Commanders. 

“Late in the evening it was announced 
that Gen. Mrozovsky, commander of the 
Moscow military district, one of the 
foremost reactionaries, had been arrest- 
ed, and that the president of the Mos- 
cow Zemstvos, Col. Grouginon, had been 
elected in his stead. The police force 
was replaced by militia, and the revolu- 
tion was accomplished almost without 
any sacrifices. 

“The third day was the day of cele- 
bration. The regiments of the garrison, 
with their standards, and commanded 
by their officers, marched before the 
Duma building, and were greeted by the 
enthusiastic population. 

“In addition to the pictures of what 
happened at Moscow, the Russian pa- 
pers give an interesting description of 
the way the revolution was accom- 
plished in the provincial centers. There 
is a telegram from Kiev which quotes 
the message sent by Gen. Brusiloff to 
Dr. Stradonsky, the newly elected com- 
mander of the Kiev military district and 
president of the Council of Social Com- 
mittees in Kiev, asking him to keep or- 
der, and saying how necessary it is from 
a military point of view that Russia 
should stay calm and orderly under the 
new regime. Gen. Brusiloff said: 

“The old army recognizes the new 
Government, and we all together are the 
united Russian people.’ 

Free Russia Expects Victory. 

“Gen. Radko Demetrieff, commanding 
at Riga, in an order issued to his 
troops, said: 

“The frees country expects from us 
that we bring it the necessary victory. 
Let us all, generals, officers and sol- 
diers, unite in one strong, incontrover- 
tible union, and the enemy will tremble 
before the might of great Russia.’ 

“A telegram from Tiflis states that 
about 60,000 people, inciuding officers 
and soldiers, attended the meeting there 
to celebrate the achievement of Russian 
freedom. Among the speakers was the 
Chief of the Field Staff of the Caucasus 
Army, Gen. Bolchovitoff, who greeted 
the new Government, and asked every- 
body to support it. His speech was 
cheered with enthusiasm. 

‘The same kind of messages come 
from all parts of Russia. It is impos- 
sible to enumerate everything of the 
same character that occurred. The con- 
tents of the Russian papers are sensa- 
tional from beginning to end, and would 
fill up ev red American publication.”

Senate at Petrograd, when Mr. Keren- 
sky, the new Minister of Justice, a rad- 
ical Socialist, brought in the original 
documents of the Czar’s manifesto abdi- 
cating the throne for himself and his 
son, and the similar manifesto of Grand 
Duke Michael, the Czar's brother. The 
acceptance of these documents by the 
Senate marked the definite ending of 
the old regime. In commenting upon 
Kerensky’s power in the new Govern- 
ment, Mr. Sack said: 

“His influence is shown by the fact 
that he was the only Cabinet Minister 
who was able to adjust the trouble 
which arose between the revolutionary 
gailors of the Baltic fleet and the of- 
ficers they elected at the beginning of 
the revolution. He brought them to un- 
dertstanding and order.’’

of the country simultaneously were tak- 
ing subscriptions over their counters. 
There was every indication that the 
huge issue would be far oversubscribed. 
Secretary McAdoo today delivered to 
the Italian Ambassador the $100,000,000 
which the Government has decided to 
advance Italy to meet her pressing de- 
mands, : 
The $100,000,000 for France probably will 


be similarly: delivered shortly, bringing 
the total advanced the allies thus far 
up to $400,000,000.

Civil War Veteran Who Fought for 
North Voices Complaint in Ber- 
lin Newspaper. 

BERLIN, via London, May 3.—‘‘A 
United States pensioner” complains in 
the Vussische Zeitung as follows: 

“During the Civil War various volun- 
teer, regiments, notably the Seventh, 
Fighth and Twentieth New York, con- 
sisted only of Germans. These, with 
their leaders, Schurz, Prince Felix Salt, 
Sigel and others, contributed muen to 
the victory of the North. Congress 
gave al) the invalids a pension based 
on age and disability. Many of the pen- 
sio::ers returned to their former homes, 
partly because they had relatives there 
and partiv because of cheaper living. 
The requirement to remain in the United 
States to draw pensions did not exist 

‘“TIntil June, 1916, all these pensions 
were paid by the American consulates 
in Germany. Then objections began. 
Now, ak I am told by the Spanish Con- 
sul representing the American Consuls, 
President Wilson has issued orders that 
pensions will be paid only to persons 
resident within the United States.”

The Government's stringent regulations pro- 
hibiting unnaturalized persons of German birth 
from entering certain parts of the city should 
be taken by those affected as a sensibie precau- 
tion of war and not as an expression of enmity. 
Prompt compliance with them will save trouble. 
They may involve great inconvenience to indi- 
viduals, but that is an inevitable consequence of 
war, 

It is the part of wisdom for alien enemy sub- 
jects to report as soon as possible to the author- 
ities. A form of parole which, should mitigate 
much of the inconvenience has been perfected by 
wistrict Attorney Oliver. For each paroled man 
a “supervisor” will be appointed: who) will act as 
his adviser and his intermediary with the Gov- 
ernment, The parole will entitle him to liberty 
of action provided he does not enter forbidden 
districts. It is quite probable that special per- 
mission to enter proscribed territory for satis- 
factory cause and for a definite time will be ex- 
tended upon application. 

All surface indications are that the regula- 
tions will be rigorously enforced when the plan 
is in complete operation. ‘Aliens who presume 
upon the laxity of the authorities will be taking 
unwise and unnecessary risks. One does not 
have to wait until he is arrested to ask for a 
parole. One will save himself and Government 
officers a great deal of annoyance by applying 
for the privilege as soon as possible. It must be 
remembered that ‘first papers” do not grant im- 
munity. One must be a fully naturalized citizen 
of the United States to escape the barred zone 
restrictions. 
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THE FUND FOR THE BLIND. 

About $14,000 is needed to make up the $50,000 
fund to enable the Missouri Commission for the 
blind to carry on the work of providing employ- 
ment for blind persons and to prevent blindness 
in infants. The campaign to raise the fund will 
end on Thursday night. 

Sympathy for the blind is universal. It is rec- 
ognized that, in most cases, blindness is not a pun- 
ishment. It is a result of accident, sickness, ig- 
norance and other causes, sometimes difficult to 
discover. And its victims, when handicapped by 
poverty, are of all men and women the most help- 
less. 

St. Louis will be ¢hamed before the world if this 
fund is not subscribed, so that the blind of this 
city may be cared for.as formerly. Failure to 
make up the full amount of the fund will be 
taken as evidence that the public cares nothing 
for the welfare of the blind. It will be used as an 
excuse for refusing appropriations by future legis- 
lative bodies. And the blind will become help- 
fess public burdens. The city cannot afford to 
permit such a stigma on its reputation. 
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ART TREASURES AND THE WAE. 

The private and public collections of works of 
art that adorned the homes and museums of the 
Belgian and French towns witnin the occupied 
area are said to be selling at bargain prices in 
|Berlin and other German cities. The private homes 
of the French and Belgians have, as we know, 
been systematically pillaged; it is too early to de- 
termine the extent of the plundering of the public 
museums, though it has probably been equaliy 
thorough. 

There is small consolation now in citing the 
usage of civilized warfare which has lent an in- 
violable character to works of art of the enemy; 
but the day of reckoning will come as surely to the 
Germans as it came to Napoleon. It will be re- 
called that in the Italian campaigns of the French 
in 1796 and 1797, all but one of the smal] Italian 
states were compelled to give up their art treas- 
ures to Napoleon. Not only were the chief cities 
stripped of their famous paintings, but their val- 


en away as well. 

Thus the Apollo Belvedere, the Dying Gladiator, 
the Medicean Venus, the Laccoon, the Corinthian 
Horses and other pieces, found their way to Paris 
and to the Louvre.

promptly made plain to the French that this 1 
must be restored. A rule of law even then in ex- 
istence reeognized such works as unappropriable 
heritages of civilization. Even the Prussians up- 
held the British in this stand, citing the fact that 
Frederick the Great had twice spared the famous 
gallery of Dresden after it was in his power. 
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NO MONEY BAR TO SERVICE. 

The adoption of the bill pending in Congress 
to pay men who enter the training camps of the 
officers’ reserve corps would go far to wipe out 
all difficulties in the way of.keeping the camps 


filled and would open the officers’ reserve to ca- 


pable men who are now, for pecuniary reasons, 
restrained from taking the training course. 

Paying the men would be just because they 
enter the Government service when they enter 
the camps. 
for service by solving the problem of young mar- 
ried men with dependents. 

The business methods of the Government, with 
regard to men ertlisting for thé reserves should be 
reformed. As enlistments have been handled here- 
tofore, in both the army and navy, the applicants 
have been compelled to advance the money for 
car fare and for, at* least, temporary living ex- 
penses. As a result, poor young men, just as 
capable and qualified as those able to supply im- 
mediate expense money, have been debarred from 
enlistment. ; 

The money for expenses should be supplied at 
once by the Government to the men who enlist for 
training camps and training schools. There 
should be no money bar to service for any young 
American. 

With ample funds supplied by Congress the 
army and navy departments should be able to 
meet all needs of this kind. 
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The raise in prices recently announced by the 
coal dealers might be regarded as an unfriendly 
act by the ice men. Hitherto the month of May 
has been devoted to the uplift of their business. 
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COAL AT $6 A TON. 
Another boost sends the price of staple grades 
of coal] up to the vicinity of $6 a ton in St. Louis. 
The cost. of some grades for domestic uses has 
practically doubled in six months, As in the re- 
cent past a shortage.in railroad cars is given as 
the cause of the new advance. But what the-pub- 


lic wants to Know is how much car shortage is 


required to justify tach $1 of ftmcrease in price. 
If a scarcity of cars in a certain degree afford 


an excuse for the $5 a ton of which consumers’ 


have been robbed during most of the past. win- 
ter, how much of a scarcity justifies $6 a ton? 
Why not $10 a ton or $12? 

It costs no more in freight charges to transport 
the coal from the near-by mines when cars are 
scarce than when cars are plentiful. The miners 
are receiving only moderate increases, over their 
former wages. Who is getting the money when 
the price is forced up nearly 100 per cent? A vig- 
orous proceeding by the Federal District Attor- 
ney or the St. Louis Circuit Attorney might give 
the consumer the satisfaction of knowing that. 

And it might do more. Have all force and ef- 
ficacy gone out of the law since the local ice com- 
bine was brought to time and the Lumber Trust 
disciplined? 
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The French War Department in a special an- 
nouncement tells of the fine work of the Ameri- 
can aviators in the Lafayette Escadrille. The 
American aviators now training in this country 
are having an enviable standard set for them. 
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SWEDEN’S ANTIQUE GOVERNMENT. 

Workingmen in Sweden, too, are demanding a 
closer approximation to popular government. This 
small country, discreetly governed in the main, 
presents some strange survivals of antique mon- 
archial forms. The King is empowered to legis- 
ldte on nratters of trade and on other subjects and 
to prescribe police regulations and has other pre- 
rogatives that ought long ago to have been abol- 
ished. There is a property qualification for voters 
and while no issue has arisen lately to empha- 
size its importance, the principle of ministeria] 
responsibility to the legislature has never had 
complete acknowledgment. 

The Swedish people, accustomed to contrast 
their own happier state with that of their op- 
pressed Russian neighbors, are justified in re- 
minding their King that it is about time for a 
few progressive changes, now that the Russians 
are preparing to set up institutions as liberal as 
any in the world. 
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Complaint made in the Reichstag of the faulty 
condition of German submarines indicates that 
Berlin isn’t as satisfied with the results of its 
ruthlessness as it pretends to be. 
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THE HYMN OF LIBERTY. 

The “Marsetilaise” hymn which St. Louis schoo! 
children will sing in honor of the visit of Gen. 
Joffre and his illustrious compatriots has justly 
been considered ‘the greatest battle song that 
ever was written. It is the anthem not only of 
France but of democracy throughout the world. 
For more than a century its martial air and its 
passionate words have been an inspiration wher- 
ever men were fighting for liberty and honor. 

Indeed the terrible words of this old, exultant 
call to sacrifice have but one parallel in litera- 
ture and that, curiously enough, is an English 
paraphrase of the same hymn and sung to the 
same music. It cannot be called a translation ex- 


cept in the sense that a translation conveys the’ 


sentiment rather than the phrasing of the origi- 
nal. Its author is at present unknown, yet sure- 
ly Rouget de Lisle himself reached no higher plane 
of patriotic fervor than this forgotten poet did 
in his concluding stanza: 

O, Liberty’ Can man resign thee, 

Once having felt thy gen’rous flame” 

Can Pi bars and bolts confine thee, 

Or whips thy noble spirit tame? 

Too long the world has wept, bewailing 

That falsehood’s dagger tyrants wield! 

But Preedom is our sword and shield, 

And all their arts are unavailing! 

This stanza indeed seems the superior of its 
French ancestor. No people which has the words 
of either the French or the English version en- 
graved on its heart will ever refuse any sacrifice 
to uphold so glorious an ideal, :

The introduction into a modern room, 
which is already principally purple, of 
lemon yellow or orange, splendid as 
these colors are in themselves, is apt 
to prove fatal to the repose of the room 
and often throws the entire scheme be- 
yond recall. Beyond recall seems an 
arbitrary way of stating the case, yet 
it is a true one, because the eye so 
often loses its quest while rioting among 
wrong tones, and does not always suc- 
ceed in discovering the secret of the 
mischief and casting out the offender. 

There is one way only of using yel- 
low or orange with purple tones, and 
that is when a post-impressionist effect 
is desired. Then use, and the freer the 
better for your purpose, every bit of 
pure, bright, primary color that can be 
found, violet, red, yellow, green and 
blue. The effect will, of course, be far 
from peaceful, and, as a rule, such a 
room is quickly exchanged for one 
where the coloring allows the eye some- 
where to rest without distraction, be- 
cause few people will long endure the 
excitement produced by mixed and pri- 
mary colors, although many certainly 
take delight in composing such a room. 
There are plenty of fabrics being sold 
this year which are calculated to lead 
the unwary into the path of a ‘“‘telling,” 
or bizarre, room. Before many weeks 
have passed such a room fails to bring 
pleasure, while the room where purples 
prevail grows daily in favor. One finds, 
too, a delight in the discovering of blues 
and greens, whether in pieces of em- 
broidery or brocade, in china, pottery 
or cushions, which mingle beautifully 
with the purples. Successfully carried 
out, a violet room is as beautiful, and

ELENIUM 
The Miracle Worker 


N= we are ready to explain what 


selenium will be able to do in a 
practical way for mankind. 
“Already we are able to send the hu- 
man voice thousands of miles by means 
of electricity. We can reproduce hand- 
writing great distances away by means 
of an ingenious electrical instrument 
called the telautograph. Selenium en- 
ables us to transmit photographs over 
wires, just as sound and writing are 
transmitted.

In brief, however, a pinhole beam 
of light is made to travel over a photo- 
graph in the same manner as a phono- 
graph needle moves across the record. 
The reflection of this beam of light is 
made to fall on a selenium cell, which 
is simply a series of tiny metal plates 
separated by very thin layers of seleni- 
um. The intensity of this reflected 
light will vary according to whether It 
travels over a light spot or a dark spot 
on the photograph. The selenium is af- 
fected by this varying light and allows 
a certain amount of electric current to 
pass through it for each variation of 
light. This constantly changing cur- 
rent may be sent many miles through 
wires, and, by means of ingenious in- 
struments, may be made to reproduce 
the photograph with great exactness. 
‘‘Already certain European newspa- 
pers have installed telephotographs and 
are able to reproduce pictures and pho- 
tographs taken hundreds of miles away 
a few moments after they are taken. 
The identification of criminals can be 
made to precede them in every town 
and village to which they may be likely 
to flee. 

“Countless uses will be made of. this 
We shall all live to 
see the time when American newspa- 
pers will be able to print photographs 
taken on the very day of their publica- 
tion in far-off -Europe.or Africa. 

“But a greater and more amazing 
thing has been predicted. Some day, 
by means of a combination of the tele- 
photograph and the motion picture, we 
may be able to) sit in auditoriums and 
actually watch events taking place at 
the identical moment in places’ miles 
away. Californians will be able to wit- 
ness a Presidential inauguration in 
Washington, a boat race in the Hudson, 
or a battle between warring nations at 
the very moment these things are tak- 
ing place. It is far from impossiblé; it 
is probable. 

“And all because nature provided us 
thousands of years ago with that evil- 
smelling brown powder—selenium.”’

Before ordering seed, the 
home gardener would do well to look 
over his garden plot, decide on the best 
location for each vegetable, and deter- 
mine how much seed he will require fcr 
the space available for each variety. 

He will find it nelpful to make a rough 
plan of his garden, on a large sheet of 
wrapping paper. On this plan he cau 
indicate the spaces to be used for each 
variety and als», by means of colored 
pencils or symbols,show where a second 
crop is to bé pidated or interplanted 
between the growing rows, and also ar- 
range for the second and third crops 
which are to follow those previously 
harvested. Such a plan will enable hit 
to keep the garden busy all season, sup- 
plying fresh vegetables during the sum- 
mer and producinz, in the late fall, root 
and other crops for winter use. Once 
the heavy preliminary ‘spading and 
working of tha garden has been done, 
it is about as easy to raise two or 
three crops as to keep the garden clean 
of weeds to produce only one picking. 
The specialists advise those who are nov 
used to gardening, or wish to have their 
children take an irterest in the garden, 
to hire a laborer -o do the heavy prelim- 
inary spading or breaking up of the soil. 
This heavy work frequently disgusts 
novices and children, who would contin- 
ue to take an interest in the garden, if 
their task were simply to fine and culti- 
vate soil already broken up. 

The following amounts of seed the gar- 
den specialists of the-United States De- 
partment of Agriculture say are needei 
to plant approximately 100 feet.of row, 
or enough to supply vegetables for a

The following vegetables, the special- 
ists say, will undoubtedly be planted in 
larger amounts than those just men- 
tioned, and the amounts of seed given 
will be a guide for ordinary require- 
ments. Some families may need more 
of the varicus vegetables and others wil! 
need less: Beet, ‘4 ounces; cabbage, late, 
% ounce to 1 ounce; corn, swet, 1 pint; 
lettuce, 1 ounce; muskmelon, 1 ounce; 
onion sets, 2 quarts; peas, garden, 2 to 4 
quarts; radish, 1 to 2 ounces; spinach, \% 
pound in epring and % pound in fall; 
tomatoes, late, % ounce; turnips, % 
pound; watermelon, 1 ounce. 

The string beans, bush lim beans, 
sweet corn, lettuce, peas and radishes 
will not all be planted at one time, but 
successive plantings two to three weeks 
apart will be made, so as to have a 
fresh supply throughout the season. 

Of early Irish potatoes, 1 peck to % 
bushel will be required, and of late po- 
tatoes, % bushel to 1 bushel, or more, 
depending upon the amount of ground 
available for this purpose.

FOURTH OF CTZEN 
MILITIA OF NATION 
OF FOREIGN BIRTH 


| een 


They Exceed the Number of Na- 
tive Citizenry in at Least 
Eight States. 


WASHINGTON, May 3.—The National 
Geographic Society has issued a strik- 
ing bulletin on the number of German- 
born people in the United States. The 
bulletin also includes other striking sta- 
tistics of vital interest in the present 
situation. 

“During the last quarter of a century 
there has been a startling falling-off in 
the percentage of Germans in the total 
number of immigrants who have come to 
our shores,’’ says the bulletin. ‘With 
more than 17,000,000 immigrant arrivals 
since 1890 only 1,023,000 have been Ger- 
mans, whereas in the 114 years between 
the establishment of the American: re- 
public and 1890 out of a total of 1,- 
689,000 immigrants there were 5,126,000 
Germans—every third arrival a Teuton. 

“If from the 1,023,000 who have come 
to America since 1890, the period of 
greatest influx of foreigners, a proper 
deduction is made for those who re- 
turned to their homeland and those who 
have died since their arrival it wilt be 
seen that there are fewer than a million 
former subjects of the Kaiser in this 
country who have not been here more 
than 26 ‘years. Of more,than 8,000,000 
people of German birth and immediate 
ancestry among us less than 1,000,000 fail 
to have the background of birth or long 
residence in America behind them. 

What Figures Show. 

“An examination of the statistics of 
American immigration shows that since 
the foundation of our Government the 
United Kingdom of Great Britaih and 
Ireland has contributed 8,400,000 of he 
people and Germany more than 6,000, 
Ireland with more than 4,000,000; Great 
Britain, with a little less than 4,000,000, 
and Scandinavia, with something less 
than 2,000,000, have, together with, Ger- 
many, contributed more than half of 
the total immigration to our shores since 
the beginning of the Revolutionary War. 

‘“‘Austria-Hungary stands next on the 
list of contributors to the immigrant 
stream that has flowed from Europe to 
America. Although Austro-Hungarians 
began to immigrate in considerable 
numbers only when the arrivals from 
Western Europe had begun to fall off, 
sufficient have come from the dual mon- 
archy to populate the State of Texas 
to its present density. Italy has sent us 
enough of her people to duplicate the 
population of Montana, Wyoming, Ida-

SAVANNAH UNDER 
DRY LAW ALMOST 
FREE OF CRIME 


Former “‘Wickedest City’’ After 
Year of Prohibition Is Peace- 
ful and Law-Abiding. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., May 3.-—A year 
of prohibition in Georgia has worked 
many wonders, but nowhere in the 
State has the change for the better 
been as pronounced as in this city, the 
largest seaport, south of Baltimore and 
the greatest seaport in the State. With 
the name of being Georgia's Wwickedest 
city, Savannah, in less than a year, has 
become one of the most law-abiding 
communities. 

Prohibition had to fight its way into 
Savannah. For many.years the city 
was controlled by Mayors who believed 
the sale of whisky was essential to the 
prosperity of, the community. There 
was one Mayor during that time who 
believed that liquor should not be sold 
cn the Sabbath, and his fellow-citizens 
relegated him to political oblivion at 
the end of his first term. There was 
another who believed that, being a sea- 
port, Savannah should be wide open. 
And the people kept him in office for 
something like four terms of two years 
each. 

He Enforced the Law. 

The present Mayor, Wallace J, Pier- 
pont, president of the Pierpont Manu- 
facturing Co. and a man of large af- 
fairs, became the executive through; the 
death of the man elected to that office. 
He announced his intention of enforc- 
ing the new dry law effective May l, 
1916. He shut the ‘town up tight, and 
he has kept it shut. It is harder to get 
a drink in Savannah now than it is in 
Atlanta or- Macon or Augusta. The 
town has become a Sahara. 

“They can never enforce the prohibi- 
tion law in Savannah," was the way 
the politicians—especially the ‘‘wet’’ pal- 
iticlans—spoke of it. But prohibition is 


enforced in Savannah. The saloon is|/f 


gone, the near-beer joint is no more, 


the speak-easy is almost obliterated, and }. 


nowhere can a man buy a drink with- 
out feeling that directly the place is 
going to be pulled, with him held as a 
material witness. 

This 12 months of drouth has brought 
a better Savannah. Many of the sa- 
loons of other days have become cigar 
stores. Some of them have become 
candy stores. Others are millinery 
stores and one or more i8 a shoe store. 
A corner on Broughton and Drayton 
streets, in the center of the business 
2nd theatrical districts, that had been 
used as a saloon for something like 100 
years, is now a fruit store. 

The barrooms in the hotels have been 
turned into sample rooms for drummers 
instead of sample rooms. for tipplers. 
The lessee of the De Soto Hotel, one of 
the biggest-and most prominent hostel- 
ries in the city, says he would not have 
a saloon in his basement again for any 
money. And yet for 20 years after the 
hotel was built much of itg revenue 
came from this portion of It. 

Accounts unpaid for years were set- 
tled in full after the advent of prohibi- 
tion. The men who owed them could no 
longer buy booze. 

The proprietors of one store protested 
to the Mayor that their business would 
be ruined. ‘‘We sell to negroes $1500 
worth of gin and other liquors a 
month,” they said. “That money we 
may as well kiss good-by if we cannot 
furnish the negroes their drinks.” But 
they have informed the Mayor that 
their business has increased under the 
dry regime. The money the negroes for- 
merly spent for booze they now spend 
for meat and bread. 

Mayor Pierpont, in an address before 
a prohibition rally in Atlanta just prior 
to the assembling of the extraordinary 
“bone dry”’ Legislature, recently ad- 
journed, read some figures into the pro- 
hibition record that gives some idea of 
what a dry Savannah has done for its 
shiftless and part criminal class. 

Shows Less Crime. 

He had figures for about 10 months 
ot Savannah’s record under prohibi- 
tion, a8 compared -with the same 
period for the previous year. These. 
figures showed a reduction of 49 per 
cent in arrests for assault with in- 
tent to murder; burglary cases were 
cut 47 per cent, and disorderly cases 
were reduced from 1197 to 348. Lu- 
nacy trials were cut in half. In fact, 
all crimes, taking the largest reduc- 
tions with the smallest, have been 
reduced 560 per cent through the op- 
eration, of the dry laws. 

Charity work has become less 
urgent. The newspapers and the 
fraternal organizations that gave 
away Christmas baskets in Savannah 
last December found that prohibitio 
in six months’ time was filling bread 
baskets that had long been empty 
and was clothing @#omen and chil- 
dren who had long been ulmost naked. 
Where succor had been sought dur- 
ing the Christmas holidays of 1915, 
it was declined with thanks during 
the same period of 1916. The cause 
was not far to seek. The bread win- 
ner of the family had quit paying 
toll to the saloonkeeper. The grocer’s 
til’ and the cash gregister of the 
clothing merchant and shoe man, long 
dontied their proper ratio of the earn- 
ings of the head of the house, had 
come back into their vwn, and the 
women and chfldren were the. gainers 
thereby. 

Laws cannot make all men law- 
abiding. But the anti-liquor law in 
Savannah is obeyed sufficiently to 
cut down the ratio of @her crimes 
to a point that is most acceptable to 
all who enjoy. liberty in a law- 
abiding community. The man who 
runs for office in Savannah in the 
future on a platform of a “wide-open 
town” will have rough sledding.

Earl Curzon Says Attack on Freiburg 
Was Made After Conference With 
Imperial War Conference. 
LONDON, May 3.—In the House of 
Lords yesterday the Archbishop of Can- 
terbury raised the question of the recent 
bombing of Freiburg by French and En- 
glish aviators in retaliation for outrages 
perpetrated by the German fleet.

“We consulted the French upon the 
matter,” Earl Curzon continued, ‘and 
tney appr»ved of the plan and expressed 
a desire to co-operate. It was then de- 
cided to carry out the bombing raid on 
Freiburg. The Government, however, 
consulted the imperlal war conference 
which also concurred, and also was de- 
cided that no reprisals would be under- 
taken after this if the Germans ceased 
their attacks on hospital ships.
